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STAND OF CANADIANS AGAINST 
FURY OF GERMANS WAS HISTORIC 


‘STORIES OF GALLANT EPISODES ARE INNUMERABLE 


Assaulting Troops Were Supported By the Greatest Massing 
Of Machine Guns the War Has Produced—Nation Will Thrill 


With Pride at Story 


Saddened by the heavy price of 
victory, the people of Canada _ will 
thrill with pride when they come to 
read the full story of the wonderful 
stand their troops made against ene- 
my masses bent on taking from them 
their conquests. Gallant and heroic 
episodes are innumerable, Batta- 
lions, companies and litttle knots of 
men stood their ground against wave 
after wave of assaulting troops, sup- 
ported by the greatest .a ssing of 
machine guns this war hr; produced. 

It is the penalty of: storfning 
troops, such as the Canadian corps, 
that they sometiises create for them- 


selves, in their impetuous advance, 
unprotected flan':s. The salient they 
drive into the enemy line becomes 


enflladed, and if power is not at hand 
to widen it out into a practical front 
the troops in the apex must either 
fight it out ‘against overwhelming 
odds or fall back. The latter is not 
the lesson the Canadian corps’ has 
learned, and it was this desperate 
clinging to positions, tactically unten- 
able, that contributed to our heavy 
casualties. Incidentally it was just 
such stands that stemmed the enemy 
waves and frustrated his savage ef- 
forts to win back Bourlon wooua. 


Such a situation was brought about 
when a famous Ontario regiment hav- 
ing reached its objective south of 
Ouvillers, found that its left flank 
was exposed and shattering enemy 
masses were advancing upon it, <A 
retirement would have been perfectly 
justified, but such would have uncov- 
ered our centre and imperiled all the 

ains on our right, brilliantly made 
n the early morning. So that batta- 
lion, much weakened as it was, stood 
fast. At the end of the battle, the 
gallant colonel, formerly of the Can- 
adian Engineers, was the only officer 
unwounded. 

Holding the vital trench on the 
flank was a party of seventeen of this 
unit, whose command had been taken 
over by a staff captain, attached to 
the intelligence staff of the brigade. 
He had been sent forward by — the 
brigadier to help fill the depleted 
ranks of officers, after having been 
recalled hastily after only three days 
of leave, to take his place in this bat- 


¢. 

This little party was entirely iso- 
lated, but for hours they held on to 
the trench that was the key to the 
position,. They were still grimly car- 
rying on, taking a great toll of the 
enemy, Ww - ports were pushed 
into them, Fe re unwounded, and 
the captain, an M.U., with bar, died 
of his wounds, 

The intelligence officer of another 
brigade, engaged in like operations, 

articularly distinguished himself by 

rilliant reconnaissance work, push- 

ing out beyond our outposts under a 
continual fire. He comes from Brit- 
ish Columbia. A lieutenant in a 
Manitoba battalion, D.C.M. and M. 
M., and formerly a non-commissioned 
officer, by his devoted example  in- 
spired his men to stand fast under 
extraordinarily heavy punishment. 
Though wounded in both legs he 
carried on till he fainted from loss of 
blood and was carried out. The 
commanding officer of a Nova Scotia 
battalion, though wounded in the 
cheek, temporarily losing the sight of 
an eye, refused to be evacuated and 
stayed by his unit throughout the op- 
eration, contributing greatly to its 
success, 

The colonel of an Ontario battalion 
though seriously wounded in the hip, 
which ended fatally, directed his 
command until he lost consciousness. 
His brilliant leadership had proved a 
great assct in a critical part of the 
struggle. 


Increased Acreage for Next Year 


Every effort should be made _ to 
help the farmers of Canada to put an 
increased area under the plow this 
fall. City men have helped with the 
harvest, and success seems to be as- 
eured, City men must help out in 
cases where farmers find labor scarce 
for fall plowing. Men, now in cities, 
who have worked on farms, and can 
handle horses, should render them- 
sclves available for this important 
work,

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Germany’s Stalking Horse 


Prince Max So Termed by James W. 
Gerard, Former Ambassador 


Germany has sent out a_ stalking 
horse by appointing Prince Max o 
Baden to succeed Chancellor von 
Hertling, in the opinion of James W. 
Gerard, former ambassador to Ger- 
many. In the new German chancel- 
lor, the allies will find a new type o 
German statesman, Mr. Gerard told 
the United Press. “He is not the 
son of the reigning Grand Duke of 
Baden, but is his heir and will suc- 
ceed him. He is afull general in the 
German army, but has not engaged 
in any specific military activities in 
this war, 

“In manner Prince Max _is not 
Prussian, not even German. He has 
none of the arrogance which charac- 
terizes most of the ruling statesmen 
of Germany. His mother was Rus- 
sian, and that gives him an interna- 
tional viewpoint. Prince Max speaks 
French and English perfectly and 
greatly admires Emerson. He car- 
ries Emerson’s essays with him al- 
ways. There is no surer indication 
of the desire of the German rulers to 
win over the other nations to peace 
than the appointment of Prince Max. 
The allics must not be led off the 
track of vengeance by the putting 
forward of men like ‘Prince Max as 
stalking horses.” 


A New Packing Plant 


Large Plant Opened at Prince Al- 
bert Will Supply Army Beef 


The opening of a large packing 
plant at Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, 
marks a new and important era. in 
the live stock industry in Northern 
Saskatchewan. The plant has.a most 
modern equipment and is designed 
to handle cattle, hogs, sheep and 
poultry. At the opening there were 
five hundred cattle in the pens, which 
will be used as the first consignment 
of a contract closed by the packing 
company for the supply of beef to 
the allied commission for army needs. 
The plant is not yet fully completed, 
but when it is it will employ . one 
hundred and fifty people. The dis- 
trict tributary to Prince Albert is an 
excellent stock and mixed farming 
country, which is only in the initial 
stages of its development, and a 
great impety@ to the livesstock in- 
dustry in the district is a result ex- 
pected from the establishment there 
of this packing plant. 


Allies Preparing 
For More War 


Planning Bigger Munition Output 
Than Ever 


The allied nations are not figuring 
on an early end of the war. They 
are making plans for munitions man- 
ufacturing this coming year on a 
larger scale than ever, During the 
first twelve months the imperial mu- 
nitions board has spent on an aver- 
age of thirty millions dollars a month. 
There is every indication that during 
the coming year this volume of busi- 
ness will not only be maintained, but 
even largely increased, The total ex- 
penditure by the board might even 
run as high as fifty millions; The 
heavy intensive fighting in progress 
at present requires a tremendous 
expenditure of shells, 

In addition’ to its shell business, 
the imperial munitions board has 
spent several million dollars on ship 
contracts, The .irplane industry has 
also developed into an enormous 
business, and three thousand air- 
ships have been manufactured in the 
Toronto factory. 


Tank Mines Little Obstacle 


Americans Drive Machines Right on 
Top of Men, Guns and Nests 


Before the American advance the 
Germans littered the country with 
tank mines, apparently anticipating 
a withdrawal. Scores of  British- 
made tanks, many of them manned 
by American crews, are co-operating 
in the American advance. One o 
these rolled over a mine and was 
blown up, one casualty resulting. The 
others got through and did splendid 
execution, 

These American tank crews were 
trained in England, and had_ been 
waiting behind the front for the at- 
tacks. They rolled along before the 


infantry and directly in the rear of 
a creeping barrage, and_ cleared 
many machine gun nests. 

After the manner of the British, 


the Americans drove their machines 
right on top of the Germans, crush- 
ing down men, guns and nests, Some 
of the crews came out of the fight 
with their tractors dripping with 
blood, showing how completely they 
had accomplished the task assigned 
to them. 
Famous Bible Taken by Bolsheviki 
The Bolsheviki have abolished the 


old calendar and church holidays in 
Russia and confiscated church pro- 
perty to the extent of billions of 


rubles. One Bible taken from a 
Moscow church was studded with 
diamonds arid other precious stones 
and worth one million dollars,—- 
The Baltimore Sun,

entire world, 
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Need of War Sufferers Even Greater 
; Today 


The eyes of the world have. been 
withdrawn of late from Belgium by 
the attraction of the battlefronts. The 
first line outpouring of sympathy for 
the martyred little country was  ac- 
companied by a flood of offerings, in 
money, in food, in clothing, in other 
necessaries, without parallel in his- 
tory. The need of the Belgians is 
even greater today, but there is dan- 
ger that the allied peoples, engrossed 
in their own war efforts and prob- 
lems; may not be fully seized of the 
appaling catastrophe behind the cur- 
tain with which Germany has tried to 
screen her, infdmies in the land first 
trodden by her brutal heel. The Bel- 
gians today are economic slaves ‘of 
the Huns. Before the war Belgium 
was one of the most highly indus- 
trialized portions of Europe, Her 
factories have been dismantled, the 
machinery has been shipped to Ger- 
many, and the operatives have been 
given the alternatives of unem- 
ployment or of entering German 
workshops to forge the weapons 
which are turned against the breasts 
of the men fighting to redeem Bel- 
gian soil, Millions who depended 
upon mechanical industry for their 
wages or their incomes have been re- 
duced to want and misery. The years 
of war have bcen years of steadily 
lowering physical vitality. The fear- 
ful and inevitable penalty of malnu- 
trition— tuberculosis — is scourging 
the land. The children are its fore- 
most prey. The healthy child has_be- 
come the exception. It is a sad ott- 
look; the rising generation, upon 
which will devolve the task of repair- 
ing the ravages of the Hun, will 
come to its labors enfeebled by years 
of hunger and suffering. No other 
race at war, except the Serbians, has 
endured such tortures of body and 
soul, 

If the stream of benevolence which 
has flowed to Belgium from other 
countries should dry up or greatly 
dwindle the Belgian people would be 
doomed, In the cities and towns they 
are living today near the border line 
of starvation. They would cross it if 
the supplies from abroad were stop- 
ped. Famine would do for Belgium 
what the Turks have done for Arme- 
nia and crown the work of the de- 
vastating Huns.—Toronto Globe, 


What They Tell About Paris 
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Germany Says It is a Deserted and 
Terror-stricken City 


p The Boche papers assert that Paris 
is panic-stricken; that Clemenceau, 
trembling like a leaf, is frightened to 
open a window; tha® the police are 
worn out with fatigue, and that Poin- 
care is barricaded at the Lycee and 
defended by an army of blacks; that 
the authorities are expelling the citi- 
zens by force, and the railway sta- 
tions are overflowing and have becn 
taken by storm. Theatres are closed 
and food is hard to get and whe: le. 
Factories are deserted, shops empty, 
and the statue of Strasburg has been 
carried away and hidden. Paris is a 
dismal and deserted city where the 
last unfortu.ates (who are to be 
found there still, not from any cour- 
ageousness in themselves, but be- 
cause they are too weak to run away) 
are getting weaker every hour, and 
start at the slightest noise, even at 
the toot of a motorist’s horn or the 
bursting of a paper bag that has been 
inflated by a child. 

The truth of the matter is that 
Paris is so resolute in spirit that it 
has no need to take on a churlish 
and sullen aspect. The public services 
are conducted marvellously. Every- 
thing goes on in the same old way. 
Post, telegraph and telephone offices, 
anks, shops and other vast estab- 
lishments buzz with their usual ac- 
tivity: The Bois is crowded with 
carriage folk and pedestrians, and 
the Tuileries, Champs Elysees and 
Luxemburg are alive with children 
running about, while their.elders are 
seated under the trees. The little 
girls in the square hop and leap, 
playing “doubling and _ trebling” 
with their skipping ropes, The 
plucky women newspaper sellers all 
along the boulevards continue to in- 
habit the kiosks, which do duty for a 
dwelling, and one particular florist 
joyously continues to pack his stall 
with rose trees and blue hydrangeas 
on the spot where a shell fell recent- 
ly, Finally, the bread is good with 
a genuine “inside” that is not too 
soft and a crust that is not too hard. 


An Eternal Insolence 


Throne Hand in Germany Is a Fool 
and a Knave 
in your factory and I on my 
tl was a phrase in the kaiser’s 
rec speech, A German variation 
of “You in your small corner and I 
in mine” lacks convincing power be- 
cause cf the vast contrast between 
the factory and the throne. In all 
probability the factory hand has lost 
most of his relatives and his friends 
because of the mad ambition of the 
throne hand, He is starving and 
freezing at the instance of the 
throne hand. He is robbed of com- 
fort and hope solely because~ the 
throne hand is a fool and a knave,

The Stricken Belgians 


Tackled Seaplane 
To Their Sorrow 


Submarine Fought Back and Was 


Either Badly Damaged or 
Destroyed 


The first case in which it is known 
that.a submarine fought hack when 
attacked by a scaplane resulted in 
the probable destruction of the sub- 
marine by an American aviator, Re- 
serve Ensign J. F, Carson, it is an- 
announced by the British admiralty, 

With. shrapnel from the elevated 
forward gun of the submarine burst- 
ing around his seaplane Ensign Car- 
son manoeuvred until he was able to 
pour machine gun fire into the crew, 
felling two of them and driving the 
others inside. The submarine sub- 
merged, and as she was diving two 
bombs' were dropped on her, 

Within a few minutes the bow of 
the U-boat appeared on the surface 
and remained visible about four min- 
utes. More bombs were dropped in 
this interval and it is believed the 
undersea craft was either badly dam- 
aged or destroyed. 

Ensign Carson, who was on patrol, 
temained over the spot fifteen or 
twenty minutes,. but the U-boat was 
no longer in evidence. After going to 
the base to get another machine he 
returned to the spot, and this time 
again there were no traces of the 
submersible. 


Tzecho-Slovaks Decorated 


Received Medals From King Victor 
of Italy 


A recent occasion on which the 
King of Italy presented medals won 
for distinguished service in the field 
to those soldiers who had show es- 
pecial heroism in the fighting on the 
Italian front this summer was given 
a particularly interesting character by 
the fact that not only Italian but 
Tzecho-Slovak soldiers were decora- 
ted. Both officers and men belong- 
ing to the Tzecho-Slovak forces re- 
ceived silver and bronze medals or 
crosses of war from the hands of 
King Victor Emmanuel, who ‘spoke 
a few kindly words to each, often 
asking some question and_ grecting 
each man with a cordial handclasp. 
The names of the Tzecho-Slovaks 
who so distinguished themselves are 
withheld in the accounts of the cere- 
mony published in the newspapers

NO PROPOSAL TO 


HUN PBACE NOTE RAILS TO FULFIL CONDITIONS 


ANY ONE NATION 


OF ALLIES CAN BE ENTERTAINED 


Neither Britain Nor France Have Faith in Motives of Enemy — 
Scheme of Proposed Peace Has Ulterior Motive—Germany, 
Knowing She is Beaten, Wishes to End War 


Crossed Bridge 
In Hail of Lead 


English Corporal Prevented Destruc- 
tion by Germans of Way 
Over Canal 


During the forcing of the Scheldt 
canal an English corporal discovered 
the Germans had not blown up a wag- 
on bridge over the canal so he got a 
handful of men first and finished 
off the enemy’s machine gun post on 
this side of the bridge. Then, all 
alone, he dashed across it, although 
there were probably a dozen ma- 
chine,guns shooting at him from 
the other bank. He jumped into a 
hole in the ground, where three Ger- 
man pioneers were waiting the order 
to throw the switch and blow up the 
bridge with demolition charges, The 
corporal bayonetted two of the men 
and accepted the surrender of the 
third, who offered to show him 
where the charges were.

Post adds; “The German government 
is not altered. The peace note fails 
to fulfill the conditions postulated by 
President Wilson. The intention of 
the note is to endeavor to create a 
division among the allies and attract 
the attention of the pacifists in the 
allied countries. No proposal directed 
to one nation among the allies can 
be entertained.” 

Unconditional surrender character- 
izes the general comment in Paris on 
the demand for peace sent b: the 
central powers to President Wilson. 
It is felt here that Germany and her 
allies have not gone far enough in 
their request to the president for an 
armistice, and that although they 
have stated that they are willing to 
talk peace on President Wilson's pre- 
sentations, they have not shown sub- 
mission such as-was forced upon 
Bulgaria. 

“Germany wishes to stop the wat 
at the moment she is going to be 
beaten, and knows it” says Figaro. 
“Let us suppose the proposition is 
accepted. Immediately in Germany 
there would be a delirium of joy. The 
people are electrified and the kaiser

Strangers in London often com- 
ment on the dearth of grocers’ shops, 
Dry goods (drapers) shops there are 
“ad nauseam,” and jewellers, and 
chemists, but if you want to buy a 
little homely packet of blue or a bot- 
tle of vinegar, it is really quite diffi- 
cult to find a shop that keeps it, The 
reasony of course, is that grocers do 
not set up shops in the main thor- 
oughfares, and not that there is a 
scarcity of them, In fact, there are 
in England over 80,000 retail grocers’ 
shops, There are 5,000 co-operative 
stores which serve 10,000,000 custom- 
ers; 10,000 multiple shops supplying 
7,000,000 customers; 70,000 small 
shops with a roll of 24,000,000 cus- 
tomers, and a large number of the 
old-fashioned family grocers, These 
figures show the magnitude of the ra- 
tioning problem, and suggests that 
credit is due not only to the ministry 
of food, but to the wholesale houses 
and retailera for the smooth way in 
which the public have been supplied, 
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Had Colonial Empire. of Eleven Hun- 
dred Thousand Square Miles 


Less than four years ago Germany 
had a colonial empire of more than 
eleven hundred thousand equare 
miles, more than five times the size 
of the German empire, larger than 
Austria-Hungary, Franc Germany,

In the Philippines 


Ascend a Thousand Feet Above the 
Level of River 


When Magellan, sailing under or- 
ders from Charles I, discovered the 
Philippine Islands in 1521 (although 
certain records of the Chinese show 
that they had been before him) he 
found the natives cultivating rice as 
practically their only form of agri- 
culture; and from that time on and 
up to the threshold of the twentieth 
century, half the land under cultiva- 
tion in all the archipelago was sowed 
to rice. Since then, owing to the de- 
velopment of the hemp and sugar in- 
dustries, amd the taking off of labor 
fo build railways and for public 
works, rice production has rapidly di- 
minished; so that now, the Filipino, 
who for centuries raised all the rice 
upon which the people of the whole 
archipelago chiefly subsisted, and ex- 
ported the remainder as his most im- 
portant article of commerce, is im- 
porting to meet the home demand. 

The general primitive system, still 
adhered to in many provinces, called 
for nothing more elaborate in the 
way of soil than a naturally flooded 
field. Into this the proprietor, with 
a forked stick for a plow, would 
wade, and work contentedly up to 
his knees in muddy water; and when 
the harvest was ready, the women 
‘would go into the deep mud_ with 
rude sickles and cut the rice, thresh- 
ing it with their bare fect, 

Some of the mountain tribes, how- 
ever, developed a wonderful system 
of irrigated, terraced ficlds, those of 
the Ifaguos being notably fine, They 
begin by the side of a river into 
which streams are flowing, and the 
terraces sometimes ascend a thousand

Backing the War 


Members of Tribe Enlist 
Bonds 


The Sioux Indians are among the 
most enthusiastic war workers of the 
Northwest, and they are not merely 
in the movement for a chance to get 
upon the “warpath,” but are going in- 
to the war with the same understand- 


and Buy: 


ing of what they are doing as_ the 
white men of the Northwest. Many 
of them left the schools to enlist 


with the first companies. which were 
sent out by the state, while others 
waited, as did many whites, until the 
call by draft came, and when this 
came they did not put in many ex- 
emption claims, but were ready to go 
when wanted, 2 

The number who have been sent 
from South Dakota is not obtainable 
from any central record, but every 
reservation has furnished its quota, 
and there are probably more than a 
thousand from Dakota with Indian 
blood in their veins, either at the 
front, or in the camps getting-ready 
for the trip to Europe. Some of them 
have already fallen in battle. Soine 
of the Dakota Indians have subscrib- 
ed up to $15,000 for bonds, and hun- 
dreds of them are 'olders of Liberty 
bonds and war savings stamps in 
smaller amounts. One of their most 
popular endeavors is that of Red 
Cross work, the wonten not only do- 
ing the same class of work as do 
the women of the Red Cross socie- 
ties among whites, but the older ones 
put in time on bead work for 
many sales which are held at places 
on the reservations, where decorated 
robes and bead work, which means 
days of labor to the older women, are | 
freely donated. Along with these, do- 
nations of live stock are common, At 
ja recent sale at an Indian camp on 
Rosebul Reservation, where there 
were only a hal: dozen whites, #and 
‘the whole affair was under control of 
Indians, the receipts were more than 
$1200 for the Red Cross. At Chey- 
enne agency, where whites as well as 
Indians were purchasers, but the don- 
ors Indians, the returns went far 
above this. The Sioux Indians are 
backing the war movement in every 
way,

are the so-called “buckshot squads,” 
These squads are made up of crack 
trap shooters. Instead of directing 
their efforts on clay pigeons they de- 
flect hand grenades which the Ger- 
mans hurl toward their trenches. The 
force of a full charge of buckshot on 
a Mills bomb, for instance, is to 
make it fall many yards short of the 
object for which it was intended. It 
explodes, of course, but outside the 
trench, and the stcel particles fly 
harmlessly over the heads of the men. 
Thus a popular American sport, has} 
been directed toward winning the 
war.—Pittsburgh Sun,

Wrecked by Four Years of Devas- 
tating War 

Lens, given up by the Germans, is 
the centre of the “black country” of 
France and the key to the coal fields. 
Before the war the great manufac- 
turing district of Northern France 
obtained its output of coal from the 
Lens country, as did also Paris. The 
output was about 5,000,000 tons, Lens 
is also a manufacturing centre, but 
four years in the proximity of a mod- 
ern war has almost utterly destroyed 
the city. 

Lens has been the scene of bitter 
fighting, In the fall of 1914; when 
Sir John French tried to outflank 


the Germans the enemy succeeded in) 


taking up a line putting Lens _ be- 
hind him, Both in the spring and the 
fall of 1915 heavy attacks were made 
by French and British in this district, 
but, though local successes were 
gained, the line was not broken and 
the city remained in German posses- 
sion. In April, 1917, the Canadians 
took the Vimy Ridge, immediately to 
the south of the city, and were pres- 
sing in on it and “pinching” it when 


the corps was called north to the 
Passchendaele operations.

Clovers Thrive in Alberta 


Every Year Seed in Increasing Quan- 
tities Is Being Produced 


White, alsike and sweet -clovers 
grow abundantly in the irrigated dis- 
tricts of Southern Alberta and in the 
central and northern parts of the 
province without irrigation, The pro- 
lificacy with which white clover 
grows in Central Alberta is especially 
noticeable in the residential parts of 
Edmonton, where the clover has ov- 
ergrown the lawn grass on the bord- 
ers of the streets, giving them’ a car- 
pet of white throughout the summer. 
It spreads spontaneously and is per- 
fectly hardy. 

Alsike clover is a very hardy crop 
and is grown successfully in many 
parts of Alberta, with and without ir- 
rigation, both for hay and pasture. 
In Central Alberta it is frequently 
grown with timothy. South of Ed- 
monton a farmer has a field of alsike 
which was planted eight years’ ago, 
the growth of which was thicker this 
year than with the first crop. This 
crop has passed the experimental 
stage and every year seed in increas- 
ing quantities is being produced. 

Re clover was introduced into 
Alberta at a later date than the other 
two varicties mentioned, but it is be- 
ing grown quite as successfully, and 
becoming increasingly popular among 
dairy farmers,

Allied Ultimatum to the Germans 


Now Being Urged 


An ultimatum-to Germany regard- 
ing the ruthless destruction of cities 
and private property in northern 
France and Belgium is being urged 
on the allies and is under considera- 
tion, 

The burning of Cambrai and St. 
Quentin and the devastation of the 
most populous tegions of Europe, as 
the Germans retreat, has aroused 
great indignation, and it is said in 
diplomatic circles that Germany 
would be warned that if she allows 
the work of destruction to continue 
severe reprisals will follow. 

It is suggested that cities .of the 
Rhine should be marked for destruc- 
tion and Berlin told that. for every 
French and Belgian city ruined with- 
out military reason a city equally im- 
portant and valuable  sentimentally 
and materially will be laid waste. 

An official despatch from France 
quotes the Petit Parisien as follows: 

“Cambrai is burning. This is the 
new crime accomplished by those 
great destroyers of life. Cambrai, 
the historical city, with all her mem- 
ories of the past; Cambrai, the mod- 
ern town, with its industries, is fall- 
ing to pieces among a red and black 
whirlwind of sparks and flames. Cam- 
brai is at the present moment but an 
enormous fire. The Germans have 
left, but threw as they went their in- 
cendiary torches on the valuable re- 
membrances of ancient France, Our 
allies, who had taken stich " precau- 
tions to save the town, contemplate, 
horror-stricken, the Germans’ impi- 
ous work,”

It is in no spirit of irreverence that 
we ask what has become of the 
kaiser’s Gott, for many look upon 
Wilhelm as a pagan who worships 
gods of his own making, as did his 
forbears, long ago.

When Elijah 
prayed it was in no boastful spirit of 
partnership, but as the “servant” 
of God, Then the fire descended from 
heaven and consumed the sacrifices, 
so that all Israel was convinced, 

Historical parallelisms may be car-

|PrisonLabor in New Zealand 


Expenses Are Defrayed by Help of 
Prisoners 
More than half the total cost of 


New Zealand’s prison department 
(£81,000) has been defrayed by the 


useful work done by the prisoners, 
this work representing £43,000 a 


year, Prison operations now include, 
says Mr. Wilford, the minister of jus- 
tice, the making of boots and slip- 
pers, bricks and articles of concrete, 
also farming, dairying, tree planting, 
stone dressing and road making. Lhe 
concrete tiles made in the prisons 
are used for the roofing of state de- 
partments which were unable to ob- 
tain galvanized iron owing to the war 
shortage. 

A farm bought at Waikaria for a 
pound an acre, comprised about 1,200 
acres, and prison labor will make this 
land worth about £17 or £18 an 
acre. Other localities will probably 
be similarly improved as a prelimin- 
ary 40 ordinary settlement. “Vhus 
prison labor will serve to make rough 
places smooth for the free,” declares

Red Flag Is Offensive to Loyal 
* Australians™ - 


Following the decision of the 
Trades Hall in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne to fly the red flag, and the 
protest made by tlie acting prime 
minister, Mr. W. A, Watt, the federal 
government has taken action to stop 
the flaunting of an emblem which is 
considered offensive to loyal Austra- 
lians, 

Mr. Watt anonunced that the fed- 
eral cabinet has decided to draft reg- 
ulations under the war precautions 
act, setting out the flags that may be 
flown in Australia during the war in 
processions or on buildings. Before 
any other emblem can be displayed, 
permission will first have to be ob- 
tained from the minister of defense, 
The only flags allowed to be flown 
without permission will be those of 
the British Empire, including the Do- 
minions, of the allies, and the flag 
known as the papal flag.

Attention is directed to a recent announck 
in the Press by the Military Service Branch, 
of Justice, regarding extensions to be granted 
EXEMPTED AS FARMERS. 

It is pointed out that this DOES-NOT IN ANY WAY 
AFFECT MEN WHO HAVE BEEN ORDERED LY THE 
REGISTRAR TO REPORT to~ Depot Battalions and who | 
have thereafter received leave -of absence from the Military 
Authorities. 

Once a man has been o.. to report for duty by the 
Registrar he leaves the jurisdicuion of the Registrar and comes 
under that of the Department of Militia and Defence, and is to 
be considered as a soldier. This applies to men of the 20 to 2? | 
Class who have been ordered to report by the Registrar in 
virtue of the cancellation of exemptions by Order-in-Council! of 
the 20th April last, as well as to those ordered to report in the 
usual way on refusal of claim for exemption, or on expiration 
of exemption granted. 

All men, accordingly, who have been ordered to report, and 
are therefore SOLDIERS, and who have subsequently been 
granted harvest leave by the military authorities. MUST, 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE NOTICH AnOVE RE 
FERRED TO, REPORT ON THE EXPIRATION OF 
THAT LEAVE, unless they are notified to the contrary by 
their Commanding Officer or by general notice published by 
the Department of Militia and Defence.
